The aposties and brethren that were 
in Judea heard this, and {ft is plain 
from the context that it did not fill 
them with joy. Tlow unlike our Lord 
Jesus the most of His disciples are! At 
one time some of the apostles felt like 
burning a town because the people 
would not receive Christ, and now 
they seem to feel somewhat like burn- 
ing Peter because through him some 
uncircumcised people had received 
Christ. We receive Christ when we re- 
celve the word of God concerning Him, 
It is a simple and most reasonable 
thing to receive with meekness the 
word of God, yet comparatively few 
do it.

1D).
